At its 820th meeting, on 2 June 1958, the Council, 
at the request of Lebanon, 9 decided that the meeting 
scheduled for 3 June (see above) should be held instead 
on 5 June. 


At its 822nd meeting, on 5 June 1958, the Council 
decided, on the ground that the League of Arab States 
was holding its last meeting on the Lebanese complaint 
that very day, to postpone the consideration of the ques¬ 
tion until the following day.

The Security Council , 

Having heard the charges of the representative of 
Lebanon concerning interference by the United Arab 
Republic in the internal affairs of Lebanon and the reply 
of the representative of the United Arab Republic, 

1. Decides to dispatch urgently an observation group 
to proceed to Lebanon so as to ensure that there is no 
illegal infiltration of personnel or supply of arms or 
other materiel across the Lebanese borders; 

2. Authorizes the Secretary-General to take the neces¬ 
sary steps to that end; 

3. Requests the observation group to keep the Secu¬ 
rity Council currently informed through the Secretary- 
General. 

Adopted at the 825th meeting 
by 10 votes to none, with 
1 abstention (Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics) 


Decisions 

At its 831st meeting, on 17 July 1958, the Council, 
when adopting its agenda, which included both the 
complaint by Lebanon and the complaint by Jordan 
(see page 7 below), decided to hear first the opening 
statements on the Jordanian complaint and then to 
consider the two complaints simultaneously. 


At its 834th meeting, on 18 July 1958, the Council, 
continuing its consideration of the two complaints, 
decided to vote without interruption on the three draft 
resolutions before it and to hear all explanations of vote 
after the conclusion of the voting. 

Adopted by 9 votes to none, 
with 2 abstentions (Colombia, 
Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics).
